SECRETARY WILSON TALKS OF 


SITUATION. 


ALL QUIET 1N SHENANDOAH 


FOL1/OWS RIOTOUSNESS 


OF THE NIGHT. 


Indianapolis, Ind.t Aug. 16 —"The 


strike situation in the 
anthracite 


region is firm as the everlasting 
hills. Confidence and quiet leign su- 
preme." 


Such is the strike synopsis of the 


situation in tlhe anifhracite field, as 
published in this week's issue of the 
Mine -Woikeis* Journal, the official 
organ of the United Mine Workers of 
America. The fourteenth week of the 
strike is closed and the manag-ers de- 
clare that the strikeis are stronger 
than when the strike was declared. 
"The fact that 179,000 men remain 
on strike for that period," said W. B. 
Wilson, secretai y-ti easurer, -today, 
"without a sign of a bieak in the 
ranks, is the strongest aigument that 
I know of in favor of the justice of 
their claims. 
If even a portion of 


that number had been receiving- even 
living wages before the stiike at 
would be next to impassible to kcsp 
them from returning to woik. 


"While the strikers are being cared 


for in the best manner possible, there 
is nothing in the provision made 
whicfh would make a man prefer to 
live in idleness if it were possible to 
earn a living in the mines." 


Wilson says there is no fixed lule 


for the distribution of the money and 
supplies which are provided by the 
national organisation. 
The census 


bureau says the average fatmily con- 
sists of five members, and on this 
basis the miners1 organization is car- 
ing for the 190,000 men, women and 
" ciuldrcoi. 


"I do not believe there is any way 


to whip the -striking miners unless it 
is to starve them out," Wilson ©aid, 
"and I do not see any very grave 
danger of that coming to pass." 


I/arge sums are received daily by 


Wilson for tthe atrikeis' fund. This 
is all sent to the strike region as rap- 
idly as received.

ONLY HOME FLEETS IN LINE 


JACKIES HEARTILY OHBBR THE 


SOVBRBION. 


Portsmouth, Aug. 16.—King Ed- 


ward completed the program of the 
coronation festivities today by re- 
viewing the fleet for .the first time 
since his accession. Prom a spectac- 
ular point of view the assemblage of 
a (hundred a^nd odd war vessels in the 
roadstead off Spithead was fa magni- 
ficent show, but to those (looking be- 
neath the bnlliaut veneer of paint 
and polish, it was evident that the 
fighting strength, of the fleet was 1>y 
no means formidable. 
The Imes of 


ships were thickly dotted with dn- 
effestives. 
Among these may 
"* be 


mentioned the thud-class 
ciuiser 


Calliope, of Apia fame, while others 
included such relics -as the battle- 
ships 
Devastation, 
Dreadnought, 


Camperdown and Edmburg, whiteh 
are classed by some experts as abso- 
lutely dangerous to their crews, 
while some of -the nominally effective 
fighters aie still 'armed with muzzle- 
loaders. 
It must 
be pointed out, 


however, that the display represent- 
ed merely the home fleet, n'ot a sin- 
gle vessel having been withdrawn 
from a foreign station to participate 
in the pageant. 


DAY OPENS FINE. 


The day opened toe. There •was fan 


immense anflux of visitors. 
The 


waters of the Solent were covered 
with pleasure craft of <every variety, 
from the tiny <fa-noe to the big excur-- 
sion steamer, and every vantage 
point on shore was covered rwifch 
specfcatois. At 8 a. m, in response 
to a signal, the fleet tooie out flags 
and in the space of a oninu'te the hn«s 
of black hulls were transformed into 
parcti-colored lanes of fluttering bunt- 
ing. Simultaneously the pennant of 
Admiral Srr Charles Hotham, 
the 


commander-in-chief iat Portsmouth, 
was flung out from tJhe peak of tifre 
royal sovereign, which /tod'ay -acted 
as flag-ghip tof the fleet. Five other 
admirals flags were also in view in 
different sections of the parade. The 
five lines 
im which ithe fleet Was 


moored were lofoated midway 
be- 


tween the Isle of Wight and the 
mainland.

The contractors have not 
yet filed a maintenance bond, but'be- 
fore commencing work will sign a 
waiver to estimates until a satisfac- 
tory 
maintenance--bond -is ^-filed. 


"This means/' said, the mayor, "that 
the company is willing to go ahead 
and build the street according to the 
specifications and will not demand a 
penny in payment until after a satis- 
factory maintenance bond has been 
filed. If they fail to file the bond or 
if -the board of works fails to accept 
the street, they cannot dvaw a cent 
from the city nor from the taxpayers. 
I don't -think they would take a 
chance like that unless they knew 
what they were doing and knew what 
they had back of them. 
The con- 


tract has been let and the board 
knows what the contract is, but thay 
know nothing of the chemical com- 
position of the material to be used. 
That is why a maintenance bond is 
required. 
As a matter 'of fact, a 


maintenance bond is not necessary 
until the work is done and" an- esti- 
mate is asked for, but the city has 
always required it to be filed before 
the work has been conunenced.,. The 
Barber company does it and £he brick 
people do it, 'so I do not miich favor 
the establishment of a new'precedent, 
but so far as the actual requirement 
is concerned, Uie federal company's 
proposition is leabouabk* enough/'

It is/ declare*! that fan examination 
of the revised taiiff shows that it is 
directed -at American imports and is 
iu many oases absolutely prohibitive. 
On corn, of whic'h the United States 
sold $817,000 wort'h last year, the 
duty is increased 333 per cent. On 
many articles the increase is 100 per 
cent.

000,000.

The periods of combativeness of the 


"streeters" OCCMII* irregularly. Often 
their greatest wars break out-because 
time is dull on their hands. These 
wars between streets are not to be 
laughed at. A crowded street will be 
cleared miraculously of its occupsnts 
—sidewalk merchants, shoppers and 
screeching parents—when two antag- 
onistic gangs of "streeters" suddenly 
pour into it, appearing as suddenly 
from nowhere as ever the painted red 
men did. 


Over and over again the polics re- 


serves have to be called out; for a 
"stricter" is as desperate in his bat- 
tles as a knight of old, and will right 
policemen cheerfully when the ardor 
of a gang battle is on him, though in 
iess heroic epochs of his career he 
may flee at the mere "G'w-an, youse/' 
of the mildest policeman. 


The glad day of the "streeters," 


and of a great percentage of the rest 
of the tenement house population, is 
"launching day." Launching day 
occurs m midsummer. It is an insti- 
tution so old that the mind of the 
oldest barrack dweller can not recall 
a time when it was not. Ths great 
tenement house civilization in youth 
holds the almost universal belief that 
launching day is hallowed by the 
laws of the land. Its observance is 
simplicity itself. Everybody tries to 
daove everybody else into fthe river. 
Persons 
are 
not 
respected. 
If 


a, man or boy be so forgetful of the 
manners of the day as to stand any- 
where near the edge of a pier on the 
river -front, where a good push will 
send him over, the good push is sure 
to come. 
Naturally, strangers are 


the most ready prey. 
The batter a 


person is clothed, the more innocent 
glee does his successful laun:h pro* 
duce. 
Enthusiastic tenement house 


youth wears old clothes on launching 
day. that it may leap overboard after 
such persons as unhappily show that 
they cannot swim. 


The river being the one great 


breathing place for the barrack world, 
most boys and men can swim won- 
derfully well. Consequently few vic- 
tims drown, although generally one 
or two at least are inconsiderate 
enough to do this on every launching 
day, making it necessary for the boys 
to fish for them instead of launching 
new ones. 


DWELLERS UNDER PIERS, 


In the summer hundreds of 'the 


boys practically live on the liver 
fronts. 
Some of them dwell there 


entirely, sleeping at night under the 
piers on the floorings just over the 
water, which places are known as 
"parlors/' 
Occasionally their pos- 


session of a "parlor" is disputed by a 
colony of Italian garbage scow trim- 
mers, who also have a fancy for this 
reversion to the prehistoric life of the 
lake 
dwellers, 
v Occasionally 
the 


huge, mangy, brown dock rats fight 
them. 
But the tenement house boy 


fears neither man, rat nor devil, and 
usually holds whatever possession he 
chooses to make his. 


Sometimes a boy is drowned. That 


is not really remarkable, since the 
youth of the east and west sides 
rather despises the sybarite who 
waits to learn to swim in the floating 
free baths. The real tenement house 
boy finds out whether or not he can 
envim by jumping off into the river 
from the string piece of a pier. Tfoe 
water being anywhere from thirty to 
sixty feet deep and the current -being 
swift enough always to tax the 
wheels of a ferryboat to stem it, the 
boy has no time to theorize. If he 
begins to sink, there /usually are 


imm«Hi enough -to dive for him 


and drag him to the. pier.

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however, that nobpdy drowns 


unless he has begun to go down for 
the third time. 
This often, makes 


them unfortunately tardy in pulling 
a sinking comrade out quite saon 
enough. 


When a boy drowns it almost al- 


ways is in the presence of a crowd, 
for there is no time in tha twenty- 
four hours in summer that a pier 
along the river front is not occupied 
by gasping, overworked men, srul 
mothers with droopir^, feverish lit- 
tle ones, and coupies who walk up 
and doTII, hand in hand, occasionally 
saying K lond word to each ether. 
Once the crowd is satisfied that the 
boy really has defied nature by re- 
fusing to come up a second or even 
a first time and that he surely is 
di owned, there is a struggle in every 
breast between the desire to stay and 
watch the absorbing operation of 
grappling for the body and 
the 


equally great desire to carry the news 
to the relatives of the victim. 


Within a few seconds the lattei 


dilation wins in enough persons to 
insure a i emulation tenement house 
procession of bearers of evil tidings. 
There is a race from the pier to be 
the leader. As soon as the street is 
reached the foremost set up theh 
cry, "Patsey Mulligan is drowned 
Down by the Third street dock, I'm 
going home to tell his mother!" 


The street takes it up with a thou- 


sand tongues. The news roars ahead 
of the eager bearers of it, long be- 
fore they reach the block of tene- 
ment houses where the parents live 
the mother and father, frightened 
vaguely by the cries that link theii 
hay's ninic with s:mething, are on 
the street with a new line of fear set 
in tha faces already so careworn. 


There is no breaking of news on the 


"strest." The "street'-' is bawling it 
at them in a dozen dialects. Off they 
r^t, hurrying as fast as their -tremb- 
ling limbs will cany them, .toward 
the river, and behind and -beside aaid 
in front of them presses the eagei 
"sh-est," shouting and yelling the 
nev/s. 
JKalf way down the block 


their other children come running to 
ward them, crying aloud in a blend 
ing of grief -and fear. Without stop 
prng. the parents take them by the 
hands and hurry on, dumb, tragic 
figures leading a tawdry procession 


If the boy has been found whei 


they arrive at the pier and there are 
no police or other officials there, the 
changes are that they will see hi&

For tenement Siouse folk still hold 
the haunting conviction that it is ii 
leg.il to touch 'a body till the 'coroi 
sees it. Standing on the string piece 
with a storing crowd around them 
the pa-rents then will -wait humbly 
aiVd submissively for the police o: 
the coroner. When the police arriv< 
and eager ones point them cut, they 
answer questions quietly. 
If the 


woman sobs a little when replying 
the chances are that she will apolo 
gise to the policenmn for it.

laid on the pier they may ii'ot have 
the body.

again, 'they answer questions, qul 
etly, uncomplainingly. When at las 
they get their dead, it is brought to 
the house as the center of a vast con 
course, a concourse of running, push 
ing, struggling, glamorous people 
that fill the street from stoop line to 
stoop 'line, so that often the body 
must be lifted high over their heads 
to be brougiit into the dwelling.

is a-roar outside with

porary oblivion rhey are tortured by

AMERICAN DRUMTOCHTY 


An Old South Carolina Com- 


munity and Its Still More In- 
habitants. 


Due West, S, C,, where Erskine col- 


lege is situated, is called the "Drum- 
tochty" of America, says the Colum- 
bia, S. C,, State. * Perhaps because 
the/e was but one hamlet and ons 
people such as that preserved to his- 
tory by Ian MacLaren* Sure, there 
is but one Due West. This place is 
at the end of the Due West and I>on- 
nald's road, not railroad, but a good 
iountiy road, leading from the lat- 
ter town, whi'ch is on the Columbia 
and Greenville road, near the corner 
of Abbeville, Anderson, Laurens and 
Oieenville counties. 


The Columbia and Greenville rail- 


road skirts and has built 
up the 


eastern part of Abbeville "county 
while the lich valley of the Savan* 
xuhNm the west was not invaded by 
the monster of progiess until late 
years. 


The quietude which the people of 


Due West wished to preseive when 
they objected to a railroad coming 
here is vouchsafed to them for time 
to come. It is so quiet here! But 
some of the worldly-minded are talk 
ing of a trolley line to Donnalds. 
There have baen other accomplish- 
ments quite as marvelous in the last 
half century. 


Ths people of Due West are, nearly 


all of them, 'Secedeis, or members of 
the Associate Refonned Presbyterian 
church. 
They "seceded'7 from the 


Northern cfturch 
because they be- 


lieved in a s'fciicter observance of the 
laws and stricter adherence to -the 
tenets 
and 
sacraments of 
the 


church. 


Not in creed, not in doctrine, but 


in observance do they differ. 
But 


even the good old seeeders are be- 
*coming less strict in observance. In 
some of the churches they have in- 
stiumental music, in some they ad- 
minister the sacramsnt to members 
oi other denominations on commu- 
nion days. But in one thing are they 
unchanged. 
They allow no 'hymns 


to be sung in ttieir churches* In 
1797 they adopted a guide for -pub- 
lic worship -which says: "It is the 
duty of Chiistian to praise God pub- 
licly by singing of psalms together 
Tv.th the congregation. * * * * 
Nor shall -any composure merely hu- 
man be sung in any of the Associate 
Reformed churches." 


It was not natural for & people so 


-Strict in. their observance of string- 
ent belisfs to grow in numbers, and 
for that reason this church, 'has now 
become 
as strong 
numerically as 


fcorne x>tliers.. 
For that reason the 


statement that the 
Seceders were 


pioneers may be received -with some 
surprise. But they were pioneers to 
this land of the Cherekees and Ers- 
kine was a pioneer college, the first 
denominational institute to be estab- 
lished in the state. 


'As was the case with such institu- 


tions, this college was established 
primnily for the education of young 
men deeiring to fit themselves tor 
t)is ministry. The Clark and Ers- 
ki'ie theological seminary was estab- 
lished 
fust; then 
a manual labor 


school which later became the school 
at Due West corner. This was soon 
developed into what is now Erskme 
college and E'rskine college semi* 
nary. 


The institution was located at this 


point because of the large and loyal 
membership of the A. R. P. church in 
the neighborhood. Many reasons are 
assigned for the enigmatical name 
which the community bears, but it 
is said on good authority that the 
place was fiist settled *by a man nam- 
ed De Witt, and this was his "cor- 
ner," Due West is a corruption of 
De Witt, it is alleged. Many of the 
older people cf the church are famil- 
ial with the phrase, "How are all 
the folks at 'the corner?' " But that 
eobziquet has almost been forgotten 
and Due West is better known now 
as the home of Erskine 'college. 


That 
institution was named for 


Ebenezer Erskine, the Scotchman of 
the Eighteenth century, who is to tht 
A. R. P. church what John Kirox is 
to the general assembly of Presby- 
terianism. 
The college was estb- 


lished in 1839. In 1842 -there were 
seven membeis of the graduating 
class, six 
ofthem becoming mem- 


bers. There are now wer 700 names 
on the loll of "graduates, and 3,000 
have matriculated here. Later years 
finds the graduates with a tendency 
to enter callings other thuu the min- 
istiy, and ittTOongress today, as in 
piofessional and 
commercial 
life, 


Erskine has honored alumni, 


The fire which ravaged the main 


buiding and destroyed' a splendid li- 
brary nine"' years ago, left part of the 
wall of the 'building erected in 1839, 
and it is today incorporated into the 
handsome new structure .which is 


' used as class rooms and as an audi- 


torium. There are four other build- 
ings on the campus, the halls of the 
two literary societies* the dormitory 
for young 'women. It is a fine equip- 
ment 'for & denomination 00 email in 


' numbers, but limitlm in loyalty.

Past and Present Pay in Liter- 


ature Contrasted—Dawn of 
American Letters.

About twenty 
yeais 
ago Olive 


Wendell Holmes wrote to a young 
writer, with whom he sympathized 
that all the authors in the United 
States, he believed, were as poor as 
church mice. The water had aspired 
to act as amanuensis and private sec- 
retary to Dr. Holmes for any com- 
pensation he might offer, 'but the 
debtor assured him that he had never 
.indulged in any such extravagance. 
The only professional mail of letteis 
of whom he knew who had had a 
piivate secretary was Prescott, a«ud 
he lived on inherited wealth. But 
as was declared in a dead language, 
with new times, new customs. Since 
authois began to grow rich the sec- 
retary and the typewriter are mere 
commonplace acquisitions accepted 
as essentials. 
The coming of pros- 


perity to any one—and to the author 
especially, struggling sin'ce time be- 
gan with impecuuiosity—should be, 
of couise, a matter 
tion. 


for congratula- 


To look backward to the very be- 


ginning of any pecuniary reward for 
the American author worth consider- 
ing, the success in that respect gain* 
ed( by Washington Irving will natur- 
ally be suggested first. The initial 
part of the "Sketch Book" was pub- 
lished in the United States in 1819, 
an edition of 2,000 copies at 75 cents 
a copy. Irving, or one of his broth- 
ers, assumed the pulbliEther's risk; 
and it is presumed that he received 
eventually about $600 ou the ven- 
ture* With the exception of §150 
he had been paid for the work of 
translating a vohime 
from 
the 


French, and some slight profits from 
the humoious "Knickerbocker" 
in 


1808, the i'8turns on the sale of the 
'Sketch Book" were 
earnings in his own

was at that time thirty-six years old. 
I have suffered several precious

•emark and wonder till -within re- 
cent time. 
No American author of 


;he first rank could make such a 
showing in monetary gains. Cooper, 
who might probably have (tome the 
nearest to it, 'always took pains to 
:onceal his earnings. Prof. I/ouns- 
bury states, 
in his biography of 


!ocper, that there appears to be no 
ivay of discovering what amounts he 
•eceivetl. His earnings (by his pen 
began with the publication of "The 
Spy," 
in 1821, and Continued for 


thirty years. Divide, however, the 
total amount received by either, and 
especially Irving's earnings, which 
are known, by the number of years 
or the number of works, the amount 
epiesents and the result may as- 
sume a less dazzling 
appearance. 


Until the period arrived of unpreced- 
ented sales for popular books and the 
quick acquiring of wealth by their 
authors, Irving was the one author 
alone who could be offered as an ex- 
ample of what n prolific writer might 
hope to gain 
if 'he captured great 


popularity on 'both sides of the At- 
lantic and retained it forty years. 
WRITERS NOT EVEN THANKED. 


In Congdon's "Reminiscences of a 


Journalist," published in 1880, the 
statement is indulged that fifty 
years ago in this country— 1820, a 
period within that author's recollec- 
tion— there was no su!ch thing as re- 
muneration for writing, apart from 
the money paid to preachers and the 
writers of school (books. 
"I should 


be surprised," he added, " to learn 
that Bryant received any pecuniary 
compensation 
for 
'Thanutopsis,' 


which was published in the North 
American Kevlew in 1817. I believe 
that Oodey and Graham, the Phila- 
delphia m'agftjdn« publisher*, were

Here is the secret of true giving. A

and echoes the declaration of 


Christ that "He that loscth his life for 
My sake, shall find it." Here is the un- 
derlying- motive which distinguishes 
he giving of f lie children of God from

recognized as disciples at all or eveu 
admitted to Heaven, 


Abounding -to Every- Good1 Work.— 


This is a wonderful privilege and be- 
longs to tho.^e who are disciples of 
Christ and whohave learned the source 
of true power and blessing, Itis the out- 
growth of faith that God will "make 
all the grace abound/' and that always, 
you will "have all sufficiency of all 
things." This is the life Chriet lived. 
This is the lesson He taught His disci- 
ple?. The Gospel message needed the 
fruits of good work to give it a tangible 
basis of operation. Tt roust-necessarily 
be the medium through which any ef- 
fective work can be done for Christ. 
For "abounding to every good work" 
is the outward evidence of the inward 
possession of the "all grace of God."

NOTES AND'''COMMENTS. 


An Orderly Host.—-In the moving- of a 


multitude so great' as that under the 
direction of Moses} absolute system is 
necessary. Each man must under* 
stand just where he belongs and what; 
he should do, both in camping1 and on 
the march; otherwise there will be in- 
extricable confusion. TVheii the Israel* 
ites took up their journey from Sinai, 
they moved not ilke a mob, but with the 
orderly precision of an army, 
TJiey 


did not march in ranks, but each man, 
each family, each tribe knew their 
place and the serivce expected of them. 
In that we have an illustration of the 
extraordinary executive ability of 
Moses as a leader. 


The Order of Encamping.—It must 


be remembered that, so ,far as the dis- 
tance was concerned," the Hebrews 
could have gone straight from Egypt 
to Canaan by the Philistia road in 40 
days instead of 40 years if they had 
been ready. But they Avere not. They 
had neither orgatnyation, equipment; 
self-confidence, nor tested confidence iu 
Jehovah, and would have^f alien an easy 
prey to the warilke Ca'gaamte tribes. 
They needed years'in "tfie^'wilderness 
training-school to prepare them for the 
successful conquest of ihe-land. The 
military arrangement described in this 
chapter was simple. 
The tabernacle 


was in the center, with IheLeyites close 
about it (3:23n 29, 35), and th'ree tribes 
were placed on each of the four sides. 


Division of Service.—Tlie purpose of 


the service of the Levites is,indicated 
in 3:8. For the theory of this arrange- 
ment see 3:11-13 and\3:44-51.- 


The Trumpet Signals.—The'nnal step 


3n preparing for the march from Sinai 
was the arrangement of trumpet calls 
as signals. Notice that even the trum- 
pets that were to sound the order to 
march were connected with the solemn 
rites of worship, so that their note 
proclaimed not only the march,, but 
the inarch at Jehovah's command and 
under His leadership. 


The March Begun.™After a stay of 


almost a year at Sinai the trumpets 
sounded, the tabernacle was taken 
down, and the march began... Paran 
was a name covering tnost,o£,the coun- 
try between Sinai, and Canaan. 
At 


last the Hebrews were moving toward 
the promised land, 10:29-32 gives us a 
most interesting account of the secur- 
ing of a valuable guide. The figurclof 
Hobab, Moses' Midianite father-in-law, 
is already familiar to us - f om Ex. 
18:1-27, where he is called Jethro. 71is 
experience in the wilderness as the 
head of a nomadic tribe had given him 
a familiarity with the country that 
Moses considered invaluable. It was a 
serious matter with him to cast his 
lot with the Hebrews; his action in- 
volved his family and perhapsliis tribe, 
and at first he hesitated. -The induce- 
ment offered, a share in the future of 
Israel, was not enough to move him: 
but the second appeal, on tlie ground 
that that great, company was'facing a 
journey through an unknown wilder- 
ness, and needed him. was not in vain, 
Of course both weighed together in 
the. final decision.

guidance of us to-dayrlFow are we to 
know it ? ]Tc was leading the Hebrews, 
yet Moses felt that it was,important 
to secure an Arab guide who knew the 
country.

QUIET IN SHENANDOAH 


CALM 
FOLLOWS RIOTOUSNESS 


OF THE NIGHT. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 16.—"The 


strike situation in the anthracite 
region is firm as the ever! asting 
hills. Confidence and quiet reign su- 
preme." 


Such is the strike synopsis of the 


situation in the anlihracito field, as 
published in this week's issue of the 
Mine Workers' Journal, the official 
organ, of the United Mine Workers o; 
America. 
The fourteenth week of the 


strike is closed and the manag-ers de- 
clare that the strikers are stronger 
than when the strike was declared. 
"The fact that 170,000 mon remain 
on strike for that period," said W. 1J. 
Wilson, secretary-treasurer, today, 
"without a sign of a break in the 
ranks, is the strongest argument that 
I know of 111 favor of the justice of 
their claims. 
If even a -portion of 


that num'ter had been receiving even 
living wages before the strike it 
would be next to impassible to kcsp 
them from returning to work. 


"While the strikers are being- cared 


for in the best manner possible, there 
is nothing in the provision made 
whldh would make a man .prefer to 
live in idleness if it were possible to 
earn a living in the mines." 


Wilson says there is no fixed rule 


for the distribution of the money and 
supplies which are provided by the 
national organization. 
The census 


bureau says the average family con- 
sists of five members, and on this 
basis the miners' organization is car- 
ing for the 190,000 men, women and 
children. 


"I do not believe there is any way 


to whip the striking miners unless it 
is to starve them out," Wilson s.rid, 
"and I do not see any very grave 
danger of that coming to pass." 


Largo sums are received daily by 


Wilson for itho strikers' fund. This 
is all sent to the strike region as rap- 
idly as received.

Shenandnah, Pa., Aug. 16.---This

A COMMITTEE OF LEADERS. 
The committee is 
composed of 


twenty leaders in the Presbyterian 
ihurch and -other noted men- -of th-at 
denomination will also participiUe in 
the conference. 5-he expenses of the 
Treliminary work of the committee 
las 'been paid for out of the $25,000 
contributed by the chairman, John 
S. Converse, and he has just advised 
Secretary Chapman that ho !has d<j- 
josited a 'second .^25,000 contribution 
n, the bank account for the commit- 
tee. The confereuce .plans will be 
discussed with the object of raising 
at once S150,000 which the 'commit- 
,ee finds neces-sary to carry out the 
work of a national compaign. during 
the coming year. The committee will 
aim to raise 3100,000 of this amount 
by finding one hundred Presbyter- 
ans who will -give $1,000 
each. 


Through other channels the commit- 
tee hopes to raise the balance. 


•Last year's campaign has been cen- 


tralized in Iowa, Indian Territory, 
Michigan, Indiana, Colorado, Cali- 
fornia, Kansas, Nebraska, New Jer- 
sey -and Montana. From 12,000 to 
15,000 accessions to the church can 
be directly traced to the work o-f the 
evangelistic committee, which repre- 
sents just about tlie total increase 
n membership throughout the.

I knew it 
by a Mrs. Haynes.

ness in tho upper part of the house. 
That, cf CCUTSR, ivas in the days of 
:i:ind -presses aaitl the old tradition, 
:vnd the business must have 'been an 
^xceEdingly one-horse affair. With it 
was combined a circulating" library 
—one of the old-fashioned, 
greasy 


nd be-thumbed' 'three-voluniR 
va- 


riety, warranted to gdve you jiig-ht- 
m-ares nml raicrobss in equal meas- 
ure and pc't^iicy." 


The library was Etill in existence 


when I knew the shop, and its pdi- 


olumes circulated 
occa- 


sionally as of old, but chiefly, one 
would suppose, among the 'prentice 
boys and small shopkeepers of the 
neighborhood. 
The income from it 


w~.s precarious, 
and pr&bably not 


much more certain was the revenue 
derived from the old books and 'bric- 
a-brac displayed -for sali in the win- 


dow. 


The bcoks consiste'd for HIE most 


pai-t of original editions of Dickens, 
generally in paper backs. 
It was 


of these that led TOE; into 
the 


shcp. But it was, alas! beyond my 
reach, and to ?ave my face I had to 
fall "back on an -old broadsheet at a 


cdcsi price. 
A treasure in its way, it was the 


more treasured by me because it led 
to a conversation with Mrs. Haynrs, 
who told ma that in his early rfpnr- 
tori.il days Dickens used to be a reg- 
ular customer, rarely failing' to call 
once or twice a week for "books 
to 


read. 
He was, she £aid, 
a great 


novel reader (as one can well ima-g- 
ine), that ha would rea'd almost any- 
thing ha crime across in. that line, 
but that he loved best of all some- 
thing of the blood-curdling variety. 


There is, I bslieve, no doubt what- 


ever about the fact of Charles Dick- 
ens having 'been a book 'borroweir at 
this library. 'Mrs. Haynes was a 
qu,iet( respectable lit'tle body wli-oni 
everybody who knew her Tespectcd. 
Tilie late George Augustus Sala was 
a friend of hers, and1 when I once 
told him about her Dickens gosaip "he 
said, "You may take <pretty near all 
Mrs. Haynes says as gospel truth."
